NKW YOUK, July 30.—Hmdatroeta to- 


morrow will eay: Tho unexpectedly 
early lull demand for ntaple merchan- 
dieo which was announced last week is 
pronounced, and although not conspicu- 
ous at gome of the larger eastern ciliOQ 
which it in approaching, is notably DO nt 
points in tho Mississippi nnd Missouri 
valleys and in tho lurptr whent-KrowinK 
states. 
A special investigation this 


week shows that increased purchases by 
country merchants in the ration speci- 
fied, baaed ou lha proapectively large 
wheat crop at homo, iu the face of short 
wheat crops abroad, haa increased busi- 
ness with western jobbero from 10 to 20 
per cent compared with fall trade at a 
like period laat year. The total volume 
of this new business is not .large, but it 
is unusual in this, the dull mouth ot the 
year, and ia increasing. The number of 
western implement factories are unable 
to lill atl their orders tor nearby deliv- 
ery, and ono order for aiioos alone frt St. 
Lonia calls for $35,000 worth ot gooda. 


The depression among woolen manu- 


facturer is less pronounced, because 
trices of cboviota and other woolens 
iave begun to advance, pointing to 
irofita in handling hi*h priced wool. 
The

improvement 


among the jobbers and wholesalers in 
various linea is at Chicago, Si, Louie, 
Kansas City, Omaha, St. 1'aul and Min- 
neapolis. A number of large trunk line 
railways report that they are carryinR 
more merchandise than two or three 
years ago. Fewer manufacturing in- 
dustries than expected have been com- 
pelled to clOBO owing to lack of coal on 
account of the strike, the principal 
check being due to higher prices for 
fuel. Iron and nteel and tho cotton 
goods industries are more unfavorably 
situated than almost any other. Besan- 
mor pijj iron and stofll billets continue 
at the lowest Quotations known. The 
latter is a utmdc under f !•>, awaiting the 
renewed demand which han bngim to 
ahow itaftlf in staple linea of merchan- 
dise. The shutting down of cotton millR 
to force n reduction of atoclcn on hand 
Ima already stiffened prices and with ex- 
ietinc conditinnfl in other linea of busi- 
ness the outlook is for a better request 
for cotton fjoodn and for iron and slRcl 
in tho early autumn. The most favor- 
able feature ol trado is ita Blow, conser- 
vative, eteady expansion, it lining based 
on the increased wants nnd larger con- 
sumptive capacity of tho agricultural 
community, with whom tho prospect ia 
brighter than it has often for aix years.

Provisions Regulating Salaries De- 


clared Unconstitutional. 


VISALIA, July 30.—In the case of Pub- 


lic Administrator McOabe va. Tulare 
county, Judge Gray rendered a decision 
today holding that the provisions of the 
coanty government act regulating tlie 
salaries of county ollicials is unconstitu- 
tional, on tbe ground that it is special 
legislation. He held that the sections 
regulating the classification of counties 
is valid.

The League of American Wheelmen 


has been the subject of much criticism 
oo account of its auilntion for better 
highwaye. We have been accused of 
fielfiEhness in the matter. It IB behoved 
by many that we wheelmen aspect 
formers to load themselves up with 
taxes that they might build roada for 
•the convenience ot bicycle tidcre. Iso 
greater mistake could be made. We of 
tbe League of American Wheelmen who 
are engaged iu this agitation tor better 
roada feel that today the farmer beara 
histull share of public taxation and 
that it ebonld not be unnecessarily 
added to. We feel that a mistake has 
boen made in the past, in expecting 
farmers alone to pay for building roads, 
and in leaving the entire responsibility 
lor our roadfl to their hands. The farm- 
era of the'United States are but a frac- 
tion of our population, and thpy are by 
no means tlie only oiiee who will profit 
by the construction of good roade. 


It ia claimed that in the stale of New 


York every farmer is obliged to build 
roads for eight persons out of the state 
population. Why should not the other 
seven contribute to their cost? While 
good roada would save the farmers ini- 
monee amounta of money in hauling 
products, this eavinp would indireully 
benefit the whole population. Neither 
ie the farmer tho only one who travels 
the conntry highwayn. Country mer- 
chants, doctors and professional men, 
peddlera,.pleasure seekere, trafiic seek- 
ere, and last, but not least, tne wheel- 
men would be directly beuellted by 
good roftds. It IB unjust, therefore,

WASHINGTON, July 30.—The Japaueao 


povernment has accepted tho offer ol 
Hawaii to arbitrate the dispute between 
the two countries. 


The subject ol arbitration will include 


not only the difficulty over the landing 
of Japanese immigrants, but it will also 
include other disagreements between 
them, the moat important being tbe 
tax imposed upon liquor largely im- 
ported and consumed by the Japanese 
in Hawaii. 
When the olficials of the state depart- 


ment were informed of the offer and ac- 
ceptance of arbitration, the secretary of 
the Japanese legation waa notified that 
until the annexation treaty is concluded 
the United States would not assume au- 
thority in the matter, and that at pres- 
ent the diapute must be considered aa 
between Japan aud Hawaii. In reply 
the secretary said he was «lad to bear 
euch was the position-of the United 
Statea, ae it would permit Japan to send 
two or three warships to Hawaii pend- 
ing final action on the arbitration treaty.
